






What Are Viruses? 


are the smallest of all the microbes, they are said to be 
so small that 500 million rhino viruses (which cause 
the common cold) could fit on to the head of a pin. 
They are unique because they are only alive and able 
to multiply inside the cells of other living things. The 
cell they multiply in is called the host cell, a virus is 
made up of a core of genetic material, either DNA or 
RNA, surrounded by a protective coat called a capsid 
which is made up of protein, Sometimes the capsid is 
surrounded by an additional spikey coat called the 
envelope. Viruses are capable of latching onto host 
cells and getting inside them.Viruses only exist to 
make more viruses. The virus particle attaches to the 
host cell before penetrating it. The virus then uses the 
host cell’s machinery to replicate its own genetic 
material. Once replication has been completed the 
virus particles leave the host by either budding or 
bursting out of the cell (lysis),the virus particles burst 
out of the host cell into the extra-cellular space 
resulting in the death of the host cell, Once the virus 
has escaped from the host cell it is ready to enter a 
new cell and multiply. 



What is Corona viruses? 


are a large family of viruses that cause respiratory 
infections and that can make humans and animals 
sick, and Human corona viruses are common 
throughout the world and can cause mild to moderate 
upper-respiratory tract illnesses such as the common 
cold, as well as diarrhoea, Human corona viruses can 
sometimes cause severe lower-respiratory tract 
illnesses, there are many types of human Corona 
viruses including some that commonly cause mild 
upper-respiratory tract illnesses, such as pneumonia 
or bronchitis, as has been seen with SARS (Severe 
Acute Respiratory Syndrome) and MERS (Middle 
East Respiratory Syndrome), and the most recently 
discovered Corona viruses causes Corona viruses 
disease COVID-19.

What is COVID-19? 


is the disease caused by a new corona virus and has 
not been previously identified in humans, the virus 
causing corona virus disease 2019 (COVID-19), is not 
the same as the corona virus that commonly circulate 
among humans and cause mild illness, like the 
common cold, On 31 December 2019, WHO was 
informed of a cluster of cases of pneumonia of 
unknown cause detected in Wuhan City, Hubei 
Province of China, the cause has now been identified 
as a novel corona virus, which has been named severe 
acute respiratory syndrome Coronavirus2 
(SARS-CoV-2), the new name of this disease is corona 
virus disease 2019, abbreviated as COVID-19, In 
COVID-19, ‘CO’ stands for ‘corona,’ ‘VI’ for ‘virus,’ 
and ‘D’ for disease, the name of this disease 
(COVID-19) was selected following the World Health 
Organization (WHO) best practice external icon for 
naming of new human infectious diseases, Formerly, 
this disease was referred to as “2019 novel corona 
virus, a diagnosis with corona virus 229E, NL63, 
OC43, or HKU1 is not the same as a COVID-19 
diagnosis. 




Protect yourself and others 


1- Wash your hands with soap and water often - do 
this for at least 20 seconds. 

2- Always wash your hands when you get home or 
into work (Muslims clean their hands five times every 
day). 

3- Use hand sanitiser if soap and water are not 
available. 

4- Cover your mouth and nose with a tissue or your 
sleeve (not your hands) when you cough or sneeze. 

5- Put tissues in the bin immediately and wash your 
hands well afterwards. 

6- Clean all “high-touch” surfaces every day High 
touch surfaces include counters, tabletops, door 
knobs, bathroom fixtures, toilets, phones, keyboards, 
tablets, and bedside tables. 

7- Stay home if you feel unwell. If you have a fever, 
cough and difficulty breathing, seek medical attention 
and call in advance. Follow the directions of your 
local health authority. 

8- Stay informed and follow advice given by your 
health care provider. 

9- Maintain at least 1 metre (3 feet) distance between 
yourself and anyone who is coughing or sneezing. 

The disease can spread from person to person through small 
droplets from the nose or mouth which are spread when a 
person with COVID-19 coughs or exhales.

Prophet 
Moses said: "Lord of the east and the west, and all that is between them, if you 
did but understand! "[Qur'an 26: 25-26-27-28], And a wonderful story happened 
at that time, and also The True God has sent The prophet Jesus to the children 
of Israel, But it is important for that to know that Christ was never crucified, 
God Says: "They killed him not, nor crucified him, but the resemblance of Isa 
(Jesus) was put over another man (and they killed that man), and those who 
differ therein are full of doubts. They have no (certain) knowledge, they follow 
nothing but conjecture"[Qur'an 4:157], Then The True God sent His last 
messenger to all mankind "Muhammad son Abdullah" You must to believe in 
everything Muhammad son Abdullah came it to You, And you will be one of the 
winners in The Heavens After you death.
